‘But the Scheme Was Foiled by For- 
mer Governor Bradley—There 
Are Three Candidates for 
Governor and There Will 
Be a Hard Fight. 


‘Louisville Ky., July 15.—Spectacular fn 
the extreme was the opening session of 
the Kentucky republican state convention, 
which opened at the auditorium this af- 
ternoon and the situation is full of possi- 
bilities for more pyrotechincs before final 
adjournment is taken. The salient fea- 
tures of the afternoon gathering were an 
indorsement of .President Roosevelt's can- 
didacy in 19%, which unset the calucula- 
tions of several shrewd leaders who, it is 
charced, were figuring on ignoring that 
point in the piatform resolutions. and 
what amounted almost to a stampede to 
former Governor W. O. Bradley. who is 
not an announced candidaté, after Colonel 
Morriss B. Belknap had on a test vote 
for temporary chairman, apparently 
shown that he could win hands down on 
the first ballot. 
Three Candidates. 

The convention was called to order at 
9:95 o'clock this afternoon by State Chair- 
man Barnett. who announced the chief 
business before the convention to be the 
nomination of a full state ticket. There 
are three candidates for governor: Colonet 
Morris B. Balknap, a Lovisville wholsale 
merchant: Hon. Augustus E. Willison, @ 
Louisville lawyer, and Attorney General 
Clifton J. Pratt, the only man on the

Chairman Barnett announced that the 
tated central committee would waive its 
ght to arbitrarily name the temporary 
irman and called for nomination. Ma- 
William C. Owens-was named by the 
Ba@knap forces, while Charles Blanford 
ived a large part of the combined 
st gth of the Pratt and Willson forces. 
The result was a vote of 1,571 to 675 in 
favor of Owens. This vote cast in the 
contest for governor would enable Belknap 
to win even should he lose the contested 
Louisville delegation of 249 votes. 

The committees on credentials, rules and 
order of business. Permanent organiza- 
tion and resolutions were then announced. 

In announcing the names of the commit- 
tee on resolutians Chairman Owens called 
attention to the rule that all resolutions 
must be offered the committee without 
being read, unless unanimous consent 
should be obtained for promulgating them 
on the floor of the convention. 

It has been openly charged during the 
day that a fight would be made agains? 
indorsement by the committee of Roose- 
yvelt’'s candidacy. This state of affairs was 
charged to former Collector of Internal 
Revenue Charlies E. Sapp, and former 
United States Senator Deboe, who led the 
Belknap forces ard organized the conven- 


tion. 
Rioosevelt Indorsed. - 


Immediately after the committees were 
announced former Governor Bradley took 
the floor and offered the following reso- 


lution: 

“Resolved, That we, the republicans of 
Kentucky, express our heartfelt approval 
and admiration of the administration of 
Theodore Roosevelt, and that we hearitly 
indorse him for the republican nomination 
for president in 194." 

The resolution was read by former 
Governor Bradley, without having first 
obtained constant, byt it was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote, every delegate 
springing to his feet and cheering. 

Immediately afterward Mr. Bradley was 
given a tremendous ovation. After five 
minutes uninterrupted cheering he con- 
gented to take the stage, and spoke. 
The pith of his remarks was an agneal 
for honest elections and honest conven- 
tions. and he referred indirectly to the 
contest over the Louisville delegation by 
pleading that the delegates nominate a 
man only whose methods had been fair 
and honest, and one who could command 
united support. The speech was power- 
fully put and there immediately began 
what threatened to become a stampede 
to Bradley. Hundreds of delegates gath- 
ered around Bradley and admonished him 
that he was the man who most nearly 
resembled the picture he had himself 
drawn. 

If Bradiey had been placgd in nomina- 
tion then he would have received an al- 
most unanimous vote on the assumption 
that his nomination would wipe out any 
bitterness caused by the Lovyjisville con- 
test. Mr. Bradley has been supporting 
Hon. A. E. Willson, who is contesting the 
entire Loujsville delegation, to whom cre- 
Gentials were given by the men at the 
head of the local party machinery. 

After half an hoyr of steadily growing 
excitement, the convention was suddenly 
adjourned until 8 o’clock tonight.

Rlotous Scenes “in Chicago 
Due to a Strike 


Mobs Chase Wagons Driven by Non- 
Union Drivers — Police Forced 
To Use Their Clubs To 
Protect Non-Union 
Men. 


Chicago, July 15.—Desperate fighting 
between the police and the strikers of 
the Kellog Switchboard and Supply Com- 
pany took place this afternoon and eve- 
ning, when the company attempted to 
send freight to some of the railroad de- 
pots. In one instance the police opened 
fire with revolvers, and although the fu- 
silade was continued for several minutes, 


nobody was injured. Later there was~ 


a fight in which no revolvers were used, 
and the polfte beat down a number of 
men, some of. whom were left ip the 
street until their friends csme back to 
pick them up: 

The First Fight. 

The first fight occurred when a truck 
loaded with freight, escorted by police 
men bound for the Burlington depot, was 
passing the corner of Harrison and Pee- 
ria streets, A howling mob of a thou- 
sand men and boys was foilowing close 
on the police and pelting them with 
atones and sticks. Teamsters, who sym- 
pathized with the strikers, managed to 
get their wagons in the way of the Kel- 
logg company’s wagon as it reached Pe- 
Oria street and occasioned a_ blockade. 
The police were endeavoring to clear the 
street when the workmen on a building 
showered them with bricks. The officers 
at once drew their revolvers and fired 
at the workmen, who hastily fled to the 
interior of the building. The police kept 
up their fire’ through the windows and 
drove nearly all the workmen from the 
place. 

The route to the depot was then taken 
up, and although there were several 
blockades the 
and delivered the gqgods. 

The second fight occurred when the po- 
lice were escorting a wagon load of 
freight to the ware house of the Termi- 
nal Transfer Company, at Ogden avenue 
and Tweffth street. A mob fully 3,000 
strong, fallowed this wagon, and al- 
though the police were outnumbered one 
hendred to one, they teok the wagon 
safely to the depots The mob had great- 
ly Increased by the time the Wwagen was 
ready.to make the return trip, and for 
half a mile pursued the police, applying 
t> them all sorts of epithets and pelting 
them with sticks and stones, without, 
however, injuring any person serjously. 

Shot Is Fired. 

The citmax came at Congress street 
and Ogden avenue, where a private 
watchman who had no particular call to 
mix in the trouble on either side, fired at 
one of the mob. The shot went wiid, but 
it inflamed the mob to the highest de- 
gree, and with shouts and yells they 
charged on the police. The latter were 
waiting for the crowd, and when it ar- 
the officers went at it with fists 
The patrolmen were greatly 
outnumbered, but they fought well to- 
gether, and in less than three minutes 
every member of the mob who could 
use his feet was doing so to the best of 
his ability. Fully a dozen men with 
broken heads were left lying in the street 
where they had oeen knocked by the 
clubs of the officers. Some of them were 
loaded into the wagon and taken to the

In Some restau- 
rantg non-union help was obtained, while 
a few places were closed as a result of 
the strike. The strikers demand an in- 
crease of $1 per week and slightly short- 
er hours. A number of the larger res- 
taurants granted the demands of the 
waiters,

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 15.—President 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, together with Sec- 
retary Shaw and a large party of rela- 
tives and friends, saw a boat race on 
Oyster Bay this afternoon from _ the 
decks of the naval yacht Sylph. The 
contestants were four crews of three men 
each selected from the enlisted men of 
the Sylph. The race was the idea of the 


Roosevelt children. 

As the Sylph has no boats suitable for 
racing, the children tendered the sailors 
the use of their hoats, four beautiful 
pair-oared cedar skiffs, 

The president added a substantial zest 
to the contest by offering a purse of $36, 
$25 of which should go to the winning 
crew and $10 to the second crew. 

President Roosevelt stood in the ex- 
treme bow of the Sylph and intently 
watched every yard of the race through 
glasses. Theodore fired the starting pistol 
and Kermit pulled the trigger at the fin- 
ish. The winning boat was manned by 
Kullman, coxswain, and Rogers and 
Goldberg. Snyder, Lee and Millsted took 
second money. 

Tonight the president and Mrs. Roose- 
velt dined on board the Sylph as the 
guests of the enlisted men. At the con- 
clusion of dinner, which was served ig 
the forecastle, the -president talked to 
the men. 

He desired them to realize fully, he 
said, that, as Theodore Roosevelt and 
as president of the United States, he 
had a warm personal interest in them 
and in all the enlisted men in the navy. 
The welfare of .sthe enlisted men, in 
both the navy and army, was one of the 
safeguards of the country. He urged 
them to be efficient and faithful tn the 
performance of their duties and zealous 
in their work of preparation for a time 
which might come almost unexpectedly, 
when. their services would mean the life 
of the nation. In that supreme moment, 
when all were thoroughly prepared, he 
had no fear that.the navy of the United 
States would not add new luster to the 
American flag.

FACTS ABOUT YELLOW FEVER. 


Report cf the Commission of Scien- 
tists Submitted. 

Washington, July 15.—Surgeon General 
Wyman has submitted to Secretary Shaw 
the full report of the commission of acien- 
tists appointed to.collect facts concern- 
ing yellow fever. The commission, acting 
in conjunction with the yellow fevér in- 
stitute, visited Vera Cruz, Mexico, and 
after a six months’ investigation there 
and further study of the subject in this 
country, 
clusions: 

1. That the bacteriological examination 
of the blood of cases of yellow fever dur- 
ing life and the bloods and organs at 
autopsy performed immediately after 
death in uncomplicated cases is negative. 

2. That stegomylia fasctaia,when contam- 
inated by Weeding on a case of yellow 
fever forty-one and one-half hours after 
the onset of the disease and subsequently 
fed on sugar and water for twenty-two 
days, one and a half hours, can, when 
permitted to feed on a non-immune indi- 
vidual, produce a severe attack of the 
disease. 

3. That stegomyia fasciata, contargina- 
ted by feeding on a case of yellow fever 
and after verying periods killed, section- 
ed and appropriately stained, presents 
with regularity a protizan parasite, myxo- 
cocia€fum stegomyfae, that can be traced 
through a cycle of development from the 
gamaecte to the gsporogoite. 

“4 That stegomyta fasciata fed on blood 
from a eate-of majarial fever of normal 
blood or artificially fed does not harbor 
the parasite indicated in conclusion three.

EARLY DEALINGS MARKED 
BY GREAT RUSH TO SELL 


Bargain Hunters Help To Save the 
Day in Covering of Shorts in 
Last Half Hour—Railroads 
and Industrials Af- 
fected. 


New York. uJly 15.—Demoralization 
ruled in the stock market today, making 
it, up to the time of the closing rally, one 
of the most disastrous days since the 
memorable panic of May 9 1901. New 
low records for the year were made fn the 


has reached the following con- 


trading on a heavy volume of business. 
Some of the declines in high grade invest- 
ment stocks for the day ran all the way 
from 4 to 24 points. 

In tHe early dealings there was a Tush 
to sell. Prices dropped sharply and in 
some cases precipitately, with active 
stocks down 2 and 3 points each, and with 
an extreme break of over 50 points report- 
ed in St. Louls and San Francisco and 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois certificates, 
The decline was especially noteworthy, 
however, in such stocks at St. Paul, New 
York Central, Union Pacific, Canadian 
Pacific, Missouri Pacific, United States 
Steel and General Electric. 

In the last half hour the covering of 
shorts and investments by bargain hunt- 
ers were responsible for partial recoveries 
in many issues and complete recoveries 
in a few like St. Paul, which closed frac- 
tionally above Tuesday’s final quotations. 

Traders were naturally disposed ta view 
the selling of high grade investment is- 
sues with considerable uneasiness on the 
theory that it represented forced selithg 
by important interests, who were obliged 
to part with their securitiés to raise funds 
to protect speculative accounts elsewhere 
in the market. Several important market 
interests were sellers of stocks that had 
been carried on borrowed money for a 
long period, the sales being induced by 
the attitude of the banks, which directed 
the calling in of loans to strengthen their 
position, preparatory to the expected 
heavy calls on their resources for crop 
movement purposes. 

U. P. Part‘ally Responsible. 

A distinctly unfavorable impression waa 
created by the announcement of an issue 
of short time notes by the Union Pacific 
to the amount of $10,000,000; also smA@ller 
loans by several other railroad compa- 
nies. Following the borrowing by the 
Burlington, the action of the Union Pa- 
cific and other roads in going into the 
market for money naturally affords 
ground for uneasiness in speculative cir- 
cles, particularly as the companies are 
forced to pay stiff rates for their accom- 
modations. It is believed that the Unien 
Pacific announcement was an important 
factor in the demoralization, and that 
the new demands of various raillroads 
for money were responsible for the liqui- 
dation of many stock market accounts at 
serious losses. 

The United States Steel issues, which 
were under pressure the greater part of 
the day, made new low record prices. 
Buying of these shares on the declige was 
said to be ofr the accaunt of interests 
identified with the property, but the sup- 
port was not sufficient to offset the sales 
as an influence of values.

SHE SCORED THE HUSBANDS. 


Mattie Bates, Colored, Tells of the 
Faults of Her Race. 
Valdosta, Ga., July 15.—(Special.)—The 
negro problem was handled without 
gloves last night by Mattie A. Bates, 
colored, of Covington, Ga., who lectured 
here before a large audience-in St. Paul 
African Methodist Episcopal church on 
“The Morals, Manners and Possibilities of 

the Negro Race.”’ 

She proved to be a fluent speaker and 
delivered her message with telling effect, 
scoring the faults of negro men, women 
and children as only a woman can do 
when terribly in earnest, Said she: 

“Too many negro Worien have to pay 
rent and support the family, while the 
so-ealled husband is drifting around in 
idieness. But,’’ she added, ‘‘they always 
manage to come up about dinner time 
and scrap around in the pan: with the 
children (Laughter and japplause.) 

““Yes,” she said, ‘‘and on the other hand, 
too many negro mothers uphold the chil- 
dren in their meanness instead of train- 
ing them to habits of obedience, industry 
and intelligence: Let these things be 
changed,’’ she exclaimed, ‘‘and the negro 
race will go forward on the road to pros- 
perity.” 

These criticisms met a lively approval 
from the parties not hit at the time, while 
the delinquents semed to wither under the 
scathing rebuke.

Big Blaze in Storage Ware- 
house on Simpson Street 


Valuable Furniture Lost ia Blaze 
Firenien Had Herd Fighi:, and 
Several Were Overcome by 
Eeat—Big Créwd At- 
tracted to Scene. 


A large three-story barn at 41 and & 
Simpson street, occupied as a storage 
house and furniture repair shop, was 
partially destroyed by fire yesterday af- 
ternoon. 

Included in the property lost were a 
large number of valuable pieces of fur- 
niture owned by people in the city, An 
inventory of this property could not be 
secured last night, but it is known that 
the loss will reach several thousand 
dollars. The building itself, owned by 
Joseph S. Raine, was worth. $2,500, and 
this was partially covered. by Insurance. 
It is understood that very little of the 
valuable furniture was insured. 

The firemen had one of tha hardest 
fights they have encountered in a long 
while as the flames were in an upper 
story which had windows on only one 
side, Thick volumes of smoke rolled 
out of the windows like mountains, and 
it was so dense that the surrounding 
country was obscured by it. The excel- 
slor used for mattresses and the turpen- 
tine added sickening fumes to the smoke 
and several of the firemen were almost 
overcome whenéver the smoke was iIn- 
haled. 

The barn was located fn. a thickly set- 
| tied neighborhood and on all sides were 
fine residences, which appeared for a 
| while to be in great danger. The people 
were excited and greatly alarmed. A 
large crowd collected and Chief Ball. who 
» was on the scene. sent for a reinforce- 
‘ment of police to keep the streets clear 
for the firemen. 

The firemen had to fight the fire en- 
tirely from below and inside. They man- 
aged to confine the flames to the building 
and succeeded in saving the lower story. 

The fire caught from a defective flue 
on the third floor. The barn was built 
about six years ago and was formeriy 
used by John J. Woodside as a barn for 
his hauling teams. 

James Carlisle has been using the two 
first floors for a cabinet repair shop. 
The third floor contained a large amount 
of furniture stored by citizens. Carlisle 
says he cannot make an estimate of his 
loss, mostly due to water. He had no 
insurance.

Horrible Picture of Pope. 

One of the doctors in attendance on 
the pontiff gave the Assciated Press 
representative a graphic, best horrible, 
word picture of Pope Leo as he appears 
today. That smile which lighted up the 
pontiff’s face. even in extreme age, has 
disappeared, probably forever. The skin 
is drawn tightly over the body frame- 
work of his face. leaving the once bright 
eyes starring dimly from the deeply 
sunken sockets. A grayish pallor over- 
epreads his countenance. but the most 
noticeable ravage wrought by Ais pres- 
ent disease is the dropping of the lower 
jaw, which has made tte pope's fea- 
tures take on the fixed rigidity of death. 

Throughout the day the precincts of 
the vatican were comparatively quiet, 
but the immediate vicinity of the sick 
room showed none of the evidence of 
agitation and alarm so apparent yester- 
day. In marked contrast to previous 
days, the patient was kept in almost 
solute seclusion, only one person 
sides the physicians in immediate 
tendance gaining admission.

Foreign Ensigns Flying Over Scores 
of Houses in Ciudad Bolivar To 
Protect Them from Gov- 
ernment Fire—Castro 
Ready To Attack. 
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Soledad, Venezuela, Tuesday, July 15.— 
6 a. m.—Yesterday, morning the remain- 
der of the government war vessels with 
four small craft in téw, arrived off Ciu- 
dad, Bolivar, without incident. The tor- 
pedoes placed by the revolutionary forces 
in the Orinoco river’did not explode when 
the fleet passed them. 

Ciudad, Bolivar, presents an extraor- 
dinary appearance. On all government 
buildings the white flag, the emblem of 
the revolutionists, is hoisted and more 
than 22 American, German, French and 
British and other ensigns are flying over 
private houses. At a distance the city ap- 
pears to have decorated for a holiday. 

At 3 o’clock yesterday. afternoon firing 
was heard north of Ciudad, Bolivar, and 
immediately afterward five river steam- 
ers recently captured by the revolution- 
ary forces, the majority of which are the 
property of the Orinoco Steamship Com- 
pany, the others being owned by Amert- 
ean crocodile and bird hunters, hoisted 
the American flag. Ten minutes fater, 
however, the flags were lowered by or- 
der of the revolutionists. 

At 5 o‘clock the steamer El! Rito, dis- 
playing a flag of truce, left Ciudad, Boll- 
Var, and went alongside the Venezuelan 
warship Bolivar, the flagship of General 
Gomez, commander in chief of the gov- 
ernment forces on board of which vessel 
a conference took place between the 
priest who left Ciudad Bolivar and visit- 
ed LaSolina, on the opposite bank of the 
Orinoco, Saturday bearing an American 
flag and a flag of truce and other per- 
sonages. 

The night passed without further incl- 
dent. Shortly before 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing the government troops commanded 
by General Rives, the first lieutenant of 
General Gomez, were under arms about 
fifteen minutes march from Ciudad Boli- 
Var, ready to begin an attack on the city. 
A strong battery of guns had been es- 
tablished on a hill overlooking Ciudad 
Bolivar, and was preparing to open fire 
on that part of the city where all the 
ammunition recently received by . Gen- 
eral Rolando, the revolutionary comman- 
der, is stored. 

It has been learned that many women 
and children escaped from Ciudad Boli- 
var yesterday on the arrival of the gov- 
ernment troops. Among those were many 
foreigners. 


AID SOCIETY FOR FREEDMEN. 


Review of. the Work Being Done in 
the South. 

Cincinnati, July 15.—The last annual 
meeting of the Freedman's Aid and South- 
ern Educational Societv of the Methodist 
church before the coming general confer- 
ence at Los Angeles. next May. was con- 
cluded tonight after a three davs’ ses- 
‘@ion. There was a large attendance from 
all parts of the country. and the renorts 
of Secretaries Mason and Thirkeild were 
announced as the most gratifving for 
many years. The appropriations to the 
schools advanced from $59.600 in 1899-1900 
to $102,545 for 1908-1994. _The increase in 
appropriations for schools for the quad- 
rennium just closing over the quadren- 
nium for 1896-1990, shows an advance of 
over $105,000. 

Although over $10,000 In cash has been 
directly appropriateg for the schools in 
advance of the appropriations of the pre- 
vious quadrennium, the debt has shown 
during this quadrennium a constant de- 
crease. The debt for 1900 was $1,054,479. 
The general indebtedness at the close of 
this fiscal year, June 20 was $88,013. The 
decrease the past year was $22,237. 
Against this debt. annyity funds as au- 
thorized by the general committee have 
been received in the past three years, 
and invested to the amount of $64,109. In 
addition to tbe advance in appropriations 
and the decrease of the debt during the 
past four years over $175,000 has been put 
into new buildings and equipment.

- ‘Washington, July, 15.(Special.)—Unéle 
Sam ‘is embarking in the business of 
ranufacturing table sirup. He is not 
going into thig as a money-making ven- 
ture, but for the purpose of setting an 
example to the makers of sirup in the 
southern states and teaching them how 
to get the best results from their cane. 
The last agricultural appropriation bill 
contained an appropriation of $15,000 to 
be used exclusively for the purpose of 
investigating, determining and reporting 
the proper treatment and. process in or- 
der to secure a uniform grade and qual- 
ity of first-class table sirup. Dr. H. W. 
Wiley, chief of the bureau of chemistry, 
under whose supervision the money Is 
to be expended, determined that the 
best way to carry on the investigation 
was to erect a mowel sirup fa®tory and 
engage In the production of sirup on a 
sufficiently large scale to demonstrate 


the advantage of the methods employed. - 


Waycross, Ga., was selected as the loca- 
tion of the model factory and its erec- 
tion is now under way. Dr. Wiley has 
arranged for a supply of sugar cane 
from planters in the neighborhood and 
it is now being grown In accordance with 
the instructions issued from Washing- 
ton. 

The manufacture of table sirup from 
sugar cane is not a new industry in the 
south. It is practiced over large areas 
of southern Georgia and South Carolina, 
southern Mississippi and Alabama, nearly 
the whole of Louisiana and Florida, and 
in southern Texas. In nearly all of these 
localities, however, GQhe methods that 
have been employed have been of a 
crude rature, involving no accurate 
knowledge of the character of the cane 
employed, the amagnt of sugar that {ft 
contained, or the Ghemical composition 
of the product secured. The extent to 
which the industry has been developed 
is shown by the last census report, 
which gave the total quantity of cane 
sirup produced in the United States as 
12,293,082 gallons. . 

The quality of the product made has 
usually been of a high character, and 
the appreciation of its value for the 
breakfast table and for cooking purposes 
has gradually grown yntil it is now a 
recognized food product throughout the 
whole of the region in which it is pro- 
uced and In many other parts of the 
United States to which it has been sent. 
So great has becompe*’the demand for 
this wholesome, palatable and nutritious 
article of diet that In the past few years 
manufactyring establishments have been 
erected on a much more elaborate scale 
and undér mig®@h more careful manage- 
ment than heretofore. The old-fashion- 
ed mule mill and iron kettle have given 
way to the steam mill and steam evap- 
orator. Improved methods of the treat- 
ment of the juice have been practiced, 
and attempts have been made to secure 
an article of standard quality and prop- 
erties. The greatest dificully in the way 
of the development of a market. for 
the table sirup has © been the lack of 
uniformity ‘between the pradactg‘ of dit- 
ferent mills and even between the prod- 


ucts turned out by the same mill at 
different times. Merchants desire ‘to 
fiandle a uniform grade og sirup so that 
when its value is once established they 


can meet the demands of their custom- 
ers for this particular kind. Another 


difficulty in the way of development of 
a market has been the tendency of the 
sirup to ferment in warm weather, thus 
restricting its sale very greatly. 

The purpose of the model factory being 
eregted at Waycross is to demonstrate 
to the cane producers the best methods 
of overcoming these difficulties. It is 
proposed to show them how to produce 
sirups of uniform quality that will resist 
the tendency to fermentation in warm 
weather. The manufacture of sirup has 
been stiplied for several years by Dr. 
Wiley and by Dr. @. L. Spencer, chief 
of the sugar laboratory, who will have 
immediate charge of the Waycross fac- 
tory. The most approved _ scientific 
methods will be observed throughout 
from the planting of the cane to the 
bottling of the product, and exact rec- 
ords will be kept as to the amount of 
cane grown per acre on various kinds of 
soil and with various kinds of fertilizers 
and as to the amount and themical char- 
acter of sirup produced per ton of cane 
from each kind of soil. These records, 
together with complete information aé 
to the methods pursued at the govern- 
ment factory, will be published by the 
agricultural department for the benefit 
of planters throughout the cane-produc- 
ing regioh, With a view to enabling them 
to reproduce the results obtained in the 
Waycross factory. 

Even after a uniform grade of sirup 
has been established there will remain a 
serious obstacle in the way of the speedy 
development of a reliable market for it 
that it will require federal legislation tu 
remove. This obstacle is the fact that 
the grocery stores of the country are 
stocked with artificial sirups made of 
mixtures of various kinds in which glu- 
cose is one of the essential ingredients. 
These are cheap and can offen be sold 
by the grocers at a higher profit tean 
the genuine cane sirups, especially when 
they are sold under misleading names. 
These mixed sirups, as a Tule, contain no 
ingredients that are injurious to health, 
but. their sale as maple, sugar cane or 
sorghum sirup manifestly works an in- 
jury to the legitimate trade in the gen- 
uine articles. The agricultural depart- 
ment, does not advocate legislation that 
would prevent or restrict the legitimate 
trade in these mixed sirups, but it does 
strongly advocate legislation that will 
prevent the sale of such sirups or any 
other fodd products under false or mis- 
leading names. It is the belief of the 
experts of the department that a very 
profitable business in fhe manufacture of 
cane sirup both for domestic consump- 
tion and for. export. can be built up in 
the south if a uniform standard can be 
established, and if congress will pass a 
pure food law that-will prevent the sale

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CUDGEL AND CAT. 


~ ARRED BY CAR 


Barbaric Punishments of For- 
mer Times Abolished, 


Abolition of Cudgel and Cat, How- 
ever, Does Not Mean the Pro- 
hibition of Corporal Pun- 
ishment Altogether in 
Russian Prisons. 


St. Petersburg, July 15.—The Birzhevia 
Vedomosti in a leading article says: 

‘The czar, has abolished the harshest 
remnant of the babaric punlshments of 
former times, namely, castigation with 
cudgels and _ cat-o-nine-tails, chaining 
to the car and shaving the head, which 
were still inflicted for certain offenses of 
the persons exiled to penal settlements or 
to the mines, Castigation with cat-o-nine- 
tails and the cudgels not infrequently 
ended in death anid was one of the harsh- 
est forms of death penalty, being death 
by torture. Only the most hardened pris- 
oners could stand the punishment under 
the measured blows of the cat-o-nine- 
tails. 

“The Cudgel and the ‘cat’ are replaced 
in‘the new statute,” says the paper, “Dy. 
prolongation of term or by solitary con- 
finement up to one hundred days, with 
bread and water, except every third 
day when hot food will be served at one 
meal. The abolition of the cudgel and of 
the ‘cat’ does not, however, mean the 
prohibition of corporal punishment alto- 
gether. The revised statute of June 15 
prescribes chastisement with birch rods 
up to one hundred blows for slight of- 
fenses and misdemeanors,” according to 
the same authority, and the matier is 
left entirely to the discretion of the pris- 
On authorities or the local governors. 


POLICE FOR PRIVATE PARKS 


Question of Furnishing Police Pro- 
tection for Pleasure Resorts Is 
Discussed by Police Com- 
missioners. 

By the action of the police board Tues- 
day night the patrolmen who have been 
furnished by thg city to the Ponce de 
Leon Amusement Company will be re- 
moved and the resort must have its own 

special officer. 

There was not much 
the matter during the 
board, but it was ga subject of talk after 
the board adjourned. 

Tt was argued that Lakewood, East 
Lake and other private parks had to fur- 
nish thelr own police protection and, 
therefore, Ponce de Leon should come 
under the same head. On the other hand, 
it was said that the city furnishes police- 
men at Piedmont park. which is run by a 
private corporation.

Chief Ball, when Ponce de Leon was 
first opened up, detailed members from 
the force to do patrol duty at the resort 
and he seems to be still of the opinion 
that city officers ought to be on the 
grounds. 

A majority of the members of the board 
do not agree with him, and hence the 
action last Tuseday night. 

It is probable that the whole matter 
will be discussed at length at the next 
meeting of the board.

Montgomery, Ala., July 15.—(Special.)— 
The Ginners’ Association of Alabama met 
at noon in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives. Colonel Hiram Hawkins, of 
Barbour county, president of the associa- 
tion, called the meeting to order and 
announced the purposes of the meeting 
in a few brief and appropriate remarks. 

The association was organized in this 
city last year, and among those most 
active in the organization was C. C. 
Hanson, of Atlanta, Ga., who was elect- 
ed secretary and treasurer. Mr. Hanson 
is interested in a number of gins in this 
state, and has long been quite an active 
and prominent figure in everything of 
interest to farmers, both in this state and 
in Georgia. Colonel Hawkins, the pres- 
ident. has been a member of the house of 
representatives and has also been a state 
senator from Barbour, and w4s a candi- 
date for reelection when the present gov- 
ernor, Jelks, entered the race, defeating 
him. He was president of the Alabama 
Alltance in its palmy days, and is still 
president of the Alabama State Grange, 
an organization which he has been instru- 
mental in keeping alive by his personal 
energy and active interest in the organ- 
ization.

The purpose of the meeting today Is to 
get a uniform rate in ginning; to regulate 
the amount of bagging to be placed in 
bales; better insurance rates for gina and 
to secure uniform action on all matters 
affecting ginners.

Mr. Hanson then moved that a com- 
mittee on credentials be appointed, which 
motion was adopted, and C. C. Hanson, 
Mr. Nix and W. W. Sellers were ap- 
pointed as such committee. It was found 
by the credentials committee that eighty- 
six gins were represented, besides a large 
number of other ginners who kad not yet 
joined the association. 

The president then announced the pres- 
ence of a quorum and the-association was 
ready for business.

SPANISH COIN WILL BE SOLD. 


It Was Captured at the Surrender of 
Manila. 

Washington, July 15.—Secretary Root 
has written a letter.to the state depart- 
ment relative to the sale of the Spanish 
coin, mostly copper, captured at the time 
of the surrender of Manila by the Span- 
iards to the Americans. These and other 
coins were ordered to be sold in order tu 
put the new system of Philippine cur- 
rency $n operation. The Spanish valuation 
placed on the coin is about $250,000. When 
the sale was ordered advertisements were 
published in Spain as well as in the 
Philippines. The Spanish government did 
not bid, but about the time the bids were 
to be opened, filed a protest saying they 
wanted to bid. This was followed by a 
protest to the state department, making 
a claim for the money as possible proper- 
ty mentioned in the treaty of peace. 

This claim was forwarded to Secretary 
Root, who replies in his letter to the 
state department, that the war depart- 
‘ment and the Philippine government will 
consider the filing of the claim by Spain 
as a withdrawal of the protest against 
the sale under the advertisement, and 
the coins wil] be sold to the highest 
bidder, unless the state department sees 
some objection to this proceeding. It is 
expected that Secretary Root’s action 
will be considered as final. 


TOBACCO COMPANY’S TROUBLES. 


Receiver Is Asked for the Universal 
Concern. 

Trenton, N. J., July 15.—Chancellor 
McGee today granted a rule to show 
cause why a receiver should not be ap- 
pointed for the Universal Tobacco Com- 
pany. The rule was granted on the ap- 
plication of Edwin McAlpin and is re- 
turnable at Jersey City August 3. 

The assets of the company are given 
as $1,135.000 and the liabilities $862,745. It 
is charged, however, that the assets of 
$532,000 represent raw material which 
would not bring over $275,000 at forced 
sale, and that the property valued at 
$227,000 would not bring over $50,000. 

It is also charged that the company 
is mismanaged by W. H. Butler, its 
president, in the interest of himself and 
his brother, George P. Butler. The two 
Butlers own a large amount of stock, 
and it is asserted they are abg to con- 
trol the management of the corporation 
under a voting trust which now exists. 
Among other things it is asked that 
the voting trust be dissolved. It is par- 
ticularly charged that Butler is using 
his opportunities for the benefit of the 
Commonwealth Tobacco Company, in 
which he is interested. 


YELLOW FEVER AT HAVANA. 


Only Three Cases Have Entered the 
Harbor This Year. 

Havana, July 15.—Dr. ssarnett, acting 
chief of the sanitary’ department, an- 
nounces that only three cases of yellow 
fever have entered Havana harbor this 
year. Of the three, all of whom came 
from Mexican ports, one died and an- 
SBther was discharged today as cured. 
The remaining victim of the fever now 
here came to Havana from Progresso by 
representing himself as a passenger who 
had previously registered as an immune. 
Thé government surgeon at Progresso, 
Dr. Pla, has been recalled to Havaria for 
relying on passengers’ sworn statements 
without investigation. 


SOUTHERN WILL BUILD A LINE 


Louisville and Nashville Won Deci- 
sion, but Southern Will Build. 
Knoxville, Tenn., Jwly 15.—(Special.)— 
The belief is expressed here that the 
Southern railway will make an extension 
to Sevierville, about 26 miles northeast 
of this city. _The extension would be 
in the nature of building the proposed 
South Knoxville line op from the marble 
quarries above the city, which, it is 
said, is the objectivé point of the line, 
for the right of way for which the 
Southern and the Z.oulsville and Nash- 
ville have been so vigorously contesting. 
The Louisville and Naghville won the 
decision as.to the right of way in ques- 
tion, but it is announced that the South- 
ern will also build up the river bank.

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REFUSED TO PRA 
AT MOBS BEHES 


Instead Thacker Begged Crowd 
To Lynch Him, 


But He Was Swung Up and His 
Head Battered with Rocks—Was 
Lynched Because the Jury 
Had Refused To Hang 
‘Him. 


Louisville, Ky., July 15.—Enraged at the 
court’s action a mob broke into the Flem- 
ingsburg jail this morning and hanged 
William Thacker, a white man, who had 
been given a life sentence for the murder 
of John Gordon two years ago. Thacker 
in a quarrel with Gordon at Foxport, shot 
and killed him and then sat on the body, 
Winchester in hand, while he smoked his 
Pipe and dared any one to attempt to ar- 
rest him. At the time Thacker escaped, 
but was later arrested and lodged in jail 
at Flemingsburg. He was given two trials 
and finally got a life sentence. 

Gordon was a good citizen. Thacker 
appealed to the court of appeals and was 
waiting for another trial. Thacker had 
some money and was able to command 
the support of some influential men, and 
it was feared that he might escape pun- 
ishment altogether. 

The mob collected at Mount Carmel, 
where Gordon once lived, and came into 
Flemingsburg by twos and threes, in 
order not to arouse suspicion. They ad- 
vanced upon the jail shortly after mid- 
night. The jailer refused to surrender the 
keys. He was overpowered and the keys 
taken from him. Thacker was hurried 
to a tree near the jail and was given 
two minutes to say his prayers, which he 
refused to do, but begged for his life. To 
hush his cries he was hit on the head 
with a rock and his unconscious body 
Strung up until life had become extinct.

FROM NEW YORK 
TO PARIS BY RAIL 


Loubet Is Promoting 
Scheme--Tunnel Under 
Bering Sea. 


M. 


San Francisco, July 16.—M. Locqui Lo- 
bet, member of the geographical society 
is here. He conceived the idea of building 
a transalaska-Siberia railroad and there- 
by affording an all rail route from New 
York to Paris, shifting the commercial 
axis from the Suez canal to Bering 
strait. 

In 1898 Lobet visited Alaska on a scien- 
tific mission and it was there he first 
thought of the great scheme that has 
since interested many wealthy men of 
Europe and resulted in the formation of 
a big company which, he says, has 
pledged him ample funds to carry it out. 
He is now making a tour of the world 
in the interest of this railroad scheme 
and it is this motive that has brought 
him to San Francisco, 

In his proposed route over the American 
continent much time is eliminated. The 
plan is for a road across the United 
States from New York to Saft Francisco, 
thence northward through California, Or- 
egon and Washington along the coast to 
Juneau, thence to Fort Cudahy and 
thence to the most westerly point _of 
Alaska projecting into Bering sea. 

Here a tunnel will connect the two 
mainlands and thence through Siberia 
to St. Petersburg and then finally 
through to Berlin and Paris. 


LEVEE CONVENTION CALLED. 


Will Meet at New Orleans in Oc- 
tober. 

Rosedale, Miss., July 15.—Charles Scott, 
president of the Interstate Mississippi 
Improvement Association has called a 
levee convention and also a meeting of 
the association to convene in New Or- 
leans on Thursday, October 19.

betterment and ultimate perfection. 

4. The boards of trade and chambers 
of commerce of all such towns and cities. 

5. All steamboat lines plying the waters 
of the Mississippi river or any of its 
tributaries. 

6. All railroads whose lines are wholly 
or partially located within the alluvial 
sections of the already mentioned. 

7. All levee connections outgide the val- 


ley. 


CHARLESTON LEADS IMPORTS. 


Ahead of Any Other South Atlantic 
Port—Crum Does Not Get Fees. 
Charleston, 8. C., July 15.—(Special.)— 
There has been a marked increase in 
the imports through the custom house 
at this port during the fiscal year ending 
June 30. Figures culled from the annual 
report of the collector of customs indi- 
cate that Charleston easily leads all 
south Atlantic ports in the value of im- 
ports. The imports during the fiscal year 
just closed reach $2,297,462, an increase of 
$763,508 over the year before. The im- 
port duties during the fiscal year last 

past amounted to $44,700,270. 

The fees of Dr. William D. Crum, col- 
lector of customs, grow in proportion to 
this increase in import duties, but since 
the treasury department has decided that 
he is not legally entitled to compensa- 
tion, he has no reason to feel gratified. 
The colored collector has been in office 
more than three months without remun- 
eration, The exports through the custom 
house have steadily decreased since 1900. 
This is accounted for by the rapidly 
dwindling cotton shipments.

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RUSSIAN GRIP 
ON MANCHURIA 


ft Will Never Be Loosened 
Without a War, 


Exultation Over Russia’s Increasing 
Power in Province Manifested 
at Port Arthur Meeting. 
Warlike Preparations 
Being Increased. 


Port Arthur, Manchuria, July 15.—The 
conference of prominent Russians has 
ended and the last special train departed 
for Moscow yesterday. Most of the visit- 
ing officials have gone. Exultation over 
Russia’s increasing power in Manchuria 
was the dominant note in the gathering. 
The possibility of taking any backward 
steps are scoffed at if mentioned by out- 
siders. It was admitted that the war 
possibility was discussed, but it was de- 
nied that that was the object of the con- 
ference. 

The evidence of the increase of warlike 
preparations since the arrival of General 
Kuropatkin, the minister of war, and of 
the intention to bring more troops to 
Manchuria are abundant. Orders were 
given to Port Arthur contractors last 
week for an immediate supply of building 
materials for barracks to accommodate 
20,000 soldiers to be shipped to Harbin. 

The officials explained that Russia’s op- 
position to opening Manchurian towng to 
foreigners was not based upon opposition 
to foreigners, whose trade is desired and 
who would in due time be invited into 
the country. But Russia objected, they 
explained, to having consuls accredited 
to the Chinese government in towns 
which are practicaliy under Russian con- 
trol. which would give the subjects of 
countries so represented the enjoyment 
of extra-territoria] rights. They asserted 
that such an arrangement would be cer- 
tajn to result in great friction, such as 
occurred in New Chwang.

A Place To Stand Pat. 

On the 30th of April the Russian 
foreign office announced that the em- 
pire “is firmly decided on evacuating 
Manchuria, and is anxious to open the 
door as wide as possible to American 
trade.” 

That is a declaration on which our 
government can afford to stand pat 
and simply insist that it be lived up 
to by the Russian cabinet. Unless 
Russia formally withdraws it, or com- 
mits some overt act to negative it, 
there need be no talk on our part of 
combining our Manchurian interests 
with those of England, Japan or any 
other country. England is twisting 
and turning in every possible way to 
escape the competition we are putting 
up to her in the matter of controlling 
foreign rkets, and we are under no 
sort of obligation to pull chestnuts out 
of the Oriental fire for her eating. 
Japan is a friendly pewer with us, 
but even she is working overtime with 
wonderful skill to reproduce our arts 
OL manufacture and compete with us 
in many phases of eastern commerce. 

Our duty now as ever, in ‘this world 
scramble for prefereptial advantages 
in commerce, is to lopk out for number 
one. The doors opened to us must 
not be shut against us without our 
full consent. .If we can arrange for 
their remaining open without “entan- 
gling alliances” with other powers it 
is our duty to keep aloof from such 
combinations. And until Russia shows 
bad faith toward us in this Manchu- 
rian matter we have no call to thrust 
the causes of other nations upon her. 


The Georgia School Laws. 

The proposal to have a legislative 
commission codify and harmonize the 
school laws of the state is one of 
grave importance. There is so great 
confusion of understanding and appli- 
cation of the laws by county school 
authorities as to: call for the embodi- 
ment of the school laws into a compact 
and comprehensible shape. 

The popularity and security of the 
public system of the state depends 
upon its uniformity and adaptability 
to the ends desired by the people. 
The tax payers of the state are giving 
up large sums of money annually, not 
always to educate their own children, 
but those of ..e community at large, 
and they have the right to demand the 
best and most equitable system their 
money will buy. 

When the laws relating to~ public 
education are synthetically harmon- 
ized and then carefully adjusted to 
constitutional requirements, our Geor- 
gia system will show coherency and 
a great saving of money and futile en- 
deavor will be accomplished. State 
School Commissioner Merritt has 
urged the necessity for this codifica- 
tion with arguments that cannot be im- 
peached by any wise legislator. And if 
this needed work is not soon perform- 
ed we wiii be forced to face the humil- 
lation of falling behind such of our 
sister states as Tennessee, Alabama 
and Virginia in the mechanism and 


| results of our system. 
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The Power of the Press. 

The value of thoroughly disseminat- 
ed weekly newspapers among the peo- 
ple of every county in the state is such 
that from our earliest history the 
freedom of the press has been an in- 
dispensable principle of national and 
state policy. 

That value ig expressly reflected in 
the legislation of a state. Because 
few opportunities are given to the 
people.on farms and in small hamlets 
to hear pub:.c questions often and ar- 
gumentatively discussed the country 
weekly press has become the one 
reliable agency of popular illum- 
ination. The Constitution has al- 
ways encouraged the largest pos- 
sible circulation of the country 
papers and sincerely believes that 
i1ey are equally 
the city dailies in forming and con- 

rving righteous public opinion. We 

ink we can see the effects for good 
produced ‘by them in the policies of 
Georgia. 
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that reach the homes of the counties 
from corner to corner every week, and 


trusted for their iptelligence and pa- 


triotism, there will be no o-casion to 
despair. of either the state or the re- 
public. A strong, honest and progres- 
sive country press is more valuable to 
any commonwealth than an army of 
soldiers, for it leads in the achieve- 
ment of those vict6ries of peace that 


are more renowned than those of war. | 


Hence we have said often and repeat 
here that we put the interests of the 
country press ahead of those of the 
dailies. If any man in.Georgia is 
taking The Constitution today and not 
taking his county paper on the plea 
that he cannot afford both, we say to 
him frankly he should cut out The Con- 
stitution and give his support to his 
own home paper.

Some Coincidences. 

How things happen! And who is 
able to account for them? 

During a recent convention of per- 
sons from all parts of the union, held 
in this city, a speaker at a public 
meeting said something about lynch- 
ing.in the south that perhaps a few of 
his hearers mistook for a palliation of 
the offense. A distinguished © ex- 
federal] general from Ohio arose and 
indignantly stalked from the meeting, 
condemning the speaker with a show 
of savage spirit. But next morning 
he read in The Constitution that at 
the very moment when he exhibited 
uis indignation here a mob at Marion, 
in his own state of Ohio, was fractur- 
ing thé Sabbath evening in an endeav- 
or to lynch a@ negro man. It was a 
very sad coincidence, wasn’t it? 

A few days ago we received by mail 
a book by Hon. 8S. C. Cross, member 
of the West Virginia legislature, enti- 
tled “The Negro and 
South.” The front of the book bears 
the portrait of the flerce and cross- 
looking Mr. Cross and a grapnuic repre- 
sentation of a negro tied to a stake 
and being consumed by angry flames, 
while hateful white men stand around 
and howl with satisfaction. Altogeth- 
er it is a hot book—lurid in language 
and incandescent with indignation 
against the south’s treatment of the 
negro. Mr. Cross is also-a republican. 

But just as we were getting deeply 
interested in the pyrogenous contents 
of the Cross book the telegraph wires 
began to tell the auful and grewsome 
story of how a negro had been skinned 
alive, mayhemmed from head to foot, 
greased with oil and burned in strict 
accordance with the model pictured 
on the cover of the aforesajd book, by 
a West Virginia mob! 

It is another bad coincidence. We 
confess we cannot account for such 
occurrences, and we are awaiting 
further light from the Hon. Samuel 
Creed Cross, of Martinsburg, W. Va. 

Fighting Illiteracy 4m Tennessee. 

The state of Tennessee has many 
citizens of wealth and influence who 
are showing a deep concern for the 
better education of the people of that 
progressive state. No one of them, 
perhaps, has made a closer study of 
the present conditions and needs of 
the public school system in his state 
than Hon. Sam G. Heiskell, ex-mayor 
of Knoxville. He is instant in season 
and out of season in urging enlarged 
appropriations to and facilities for 
popular schooling. 

He notes the fact that 340,000 of the 
people of the state are illiterates and 
that in some of the counties, especial- 
ly in the mountains, hundreds of the 
people have scarcely the simplest 
knowledge of reading or writing. The 
state now levies a tax of 15 cents on 
the $100 for school purposes and 
raises $1,750,000. He calls for an in- 
crease of the levy to 25 cents, which 
will augment the school fund to 
$3,000,000 per annum. 

With this amount of money and 
competent, well-paid teachers, Mr. 
Heiskell tells the people of his state 
they can soon reduce tO a minimum 
the blotting and blighting percentage 
of illiteracy that is now pressing upon 
the commonwealth. 

It is unselflesh patriotism like this 
that is needed in every state of the 
south today and blessed will the men 
always be held who are brave enough 
to supply it.

WHAT GEORGIA NEGROYS HAVE 
DONE. f ° 


Editor Constitution: I wish to say that = 
had the pleasure of hearing ‘Booker Wash- 
ington, the industrial educationalist and» lec- 
turer, last night at the People’s Tuberfiacle. 

I note with satisfaction that you published 
in full in this day’s Constitution. the ad- 
mirable speech delivered by the distinguished 
professor, I cannot better express my dé- 
light at hearing that splendid, practical and 
wise address than by wishing, as I most ein- 
cerely do, that it could be heard by every 
community—white and colored—in this state, 

Professor Washington gave the negroes 
much excellent advice. He properly em- 
phasized the necessity of savings .with @ view 
to the purchase of lands and homés. In doing 
this, he thoughtfully suggested that the col- 
ored man who owns his home stands for 
law, order and progress. This is true of ail 
men, regardless of racial lines. 

1 suspect that Professor Washington is 
not aware of the fact that Georgia negroes 
ure paying taxes on thousands of homes, 
acres of farming lands, home comforts, farm- 
ing implements, ete 

Listening to him, it occurred to me to 
jot down a few items that will astonish 
and at the same time encourage many of 
your readers. 

‘he facts which I shall give tel] most pleas- 
antly and strongly of ‘the friendly diaposition 
of Georgia white people: toward Georgia ne- 
groes. 

Hunning a mental eye over the state, I have 
taken a few counties at random to illustrate 
the declaration just made. The comparisons 
instituted are between the years 1895 and 
1902. 

Burke county, for example—In 1896, the ne- 
groes of Burke returned for taxation 19,643 
acres of land. 
their holdings 70.4 per cent. in 1895 they 
owned city property to the amount of $17,665; 
by 1902 they had increased that item 43.6 
per cent. In 1895, they owned household 
and kitchen furniture in the sum of $23,022; 
at the end of seven years they had increased 
this character of porsessions 98.2 per cent. 
In 1895 they returned for taxation horses, 
mules, etc., to.the*amount of $42,199; by 
19C2 they had increased that amount 231 
per cent. In 1895 they had invested in farm 
implements and machinery $7,653. By i902 
they increased this item 447 per cent. in 
1895 their aggregate property amounted to 
$147,232; by 1902 they had Increased this 
163 per cent. 

Washington county negroes owned in 1895 
10,024 acres of land. During the seven years 
following they increased that acreage 20 per 
cent. In 1895 they owned city property in 
ihe sum of $7,600. By 1902 they increased 
this item 132 per cent. In 1/895 they had 
$20,314 worth of household and kitchen fur- 
niture. By 1902 they added 15 per cent to 
the amount of their holdings. in 1895 they 
owned $32,254 worth of horses, mules, etc. 
By 1902 they increased’ that amount 3] per 
cent. In 1895 they owned $5,959 worth 
cf farm implements and machinery. By 
1902 they increased this item 99 per cent, 
Io 1895 thelr aggregate prop@ty amounted 
to $106.263. By 1902 they fncreased that 
amount 45 per cent. 

In {895 Pulaski 
14,145 acres of land; 
added 755 acres to their possessions. In 
1B95 they owned city property in the “sum 
of $26,345. By 1902 they increased this 
item 22 per cent. In 1895 they had $21,460 
worth of househoid and kitchen furniture. 
By 1902 they increased the amount 38 per 
cent. In 1895 they owned horses, mules, 
etc,, to the amount of $34,315. By 190602 
they added 27 per cent. In 1695 they had 
$7,963 in farm implements. By 1902 they 
incrcased that amount $f per cent. In 1895 
their whole property amounted to $144, 158. 
By 1902 they increased that item 39 per cent. 

Brooks negroes, in 1895, owned 12,911 
acres of land. By 14902 they added 19 per 
cent to their holdings. In 1895 they owned 
town pr@perty to the amount of $13,679. By 
1902 they increased that sum 32 per cent. 
In !895 they had $17,395 worth of huusehold 
aiid kitchen furniture. By 1902 they in- 
creased that amount 19 per cent. In 1896 
they returned for taxation horses, mules, etc., 
to the amount of $29,513. By 1902 they 
increased that amount 86 per cent. In 1895 
they owned only $1,301 worth of farm im- 
plements. By 1902 they increased their 
holdings 607 per cent. In 1895 their aég- 
gregate property amounted to $118,8i2. By 
1902 they increased. that amount 48 per 
cent. 

During the seven years nientioned the ne- 
gices of the entire state increased their hold- 
ings in land to 1,175,291 acres-a gain of 
136,467 acres. At the end ofthe seven 
years they owned citv. and town property 
to the amount of $4,389,422—a gain of 
$47,356. They owned housenold ard kitchen 
furaiture in the sum of $1,688,.541—a gain 
of $368,847. They owned horses, mules, 
etc., to the amount of $2,985.83!—a gain 
of $696,981. At the end of the seven years 
their aggregate property amounted to $15,- 
128,06S—a gain of $2,247,239 

Is not the foregoing a most excellent show- 
ing for the negroes of Georgia and for Geor-

GEORGIA AT THE ST.LOUIS FAIR 


A Georgian Appointed by Jefferson 
to Institute American Government 


at St. Louis. 

Editor Constitution: Every citizen of 
Georgia who fully realizes the importance 
and magnitude of the Louisiana Purchase 
fair must. wish to see his state fitly rep- 
resented there. It will more fully and tru- 
ly be a world’s‘ fair than any ever held 
in Europe or America. The, life and in- 
dustries of almost every state, sayage 
and civilized, will be adequately present- 
‘ed on the exposition grounds at St. Louis, 
The World's fair at 
was, up to that time, the grandést and 
most beautiful exposition ever held, but 
the ten years that have passed have 
been epoch-making years in otir history; 
we have.annexed distant islands, inhab- 
ited by strange people, and have grown 
enormously in wealth and power. All 
of this will be reflected in the grandeur 
and beauty of the St. Louis fair. Shall 
Georgia be conspicuous for her absence 
and indifference, or shall it marshal its 
rich and varied resources in a grand ex- 
hibit,before the whole world at St. Louis? 
Self praise, i. e., praise of one’s state, 
may be commendable at home or abroad, 
but incalculable good would result from 
an exhibit at St. Louis that would fix 
the attention of the millions of visitors 
at the fair upon the state of Georgia. 
We.are on the ‘map and Wwe ought to be 
at St. Louts. 

In this connection it is of interest to 
know that after the ratification of Jef- 
ferson’s purchase by congress and pro- 
vision was made for the government of 
the territory, it was divided into districts 
and President Jefferson appointed a Geor- 


}gian to institute the new government

extended from Atlanta’ 
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Interesting Story of the Completion of the Greatest 
Engineering Feat in the World’s 
History. 


‘From Louisville Courier-Journal.) 

Cairo, Egypt, June 1.—The Nile dam, 
which ts the greatest engineering work of 
its kind in the world, has just been com- 
pleted at a cost of nearly $10,000,000, its 
construction having kept 10,000 workmen 
busy for a period of four years. It is 
76 feet high, 6,400 feet long, 23 feet wide 
at the top, along which a roadway runs, 
and contains 1,000,000 cubic yards of solid 
masonry. Located at Assuan just be- 
low the first cataract, it will store wat¢r 
during the winter for the months of scar- 
city, holding enough to cover 1,400 square 
miles to the depth of 1 foot, and thus 
will add, it is estimated, $11,000,000 an- 
nually to the wealth of Egypt. / 

H'therto Egypt has been a land of al- 
ternate flood and drought, depending upon 
the condition of the Nile. But there is no 
reason why this should continue to be 
the case, inasmuch as the overplus cf 
water furnished by the Nile during the 
winter is sufficient, if stored in suitable 
réservoirs, to moisten all of the arabls 
land in this country through the dry 
peticd. When the Tequisite works have 
boen established—the great dam above de- 
scribed being an important step in this 
direction—all Of the tillable fields of 
Egypt will be irrigated and cultivated 
throughout the year. 

Source Long a Mystery. 

The Nile is one of the longest rivers 
in the world, being in that respéct in 
the same class with the Amazon, the 
Congo and the Mississippi. For ages the 
secret of its source was regarded as a 
geographical mystery, but recent explora- 
tlon hag proved that the White + Nile 
rises in Lake Victoria (central Africa) 
and flows northward unti] at Khartoum, 
2,100 miles from its place of origin, it 
unites with the Blue Nile, which origi- 
nates in the mountains of Abyssinia. Nor 
until it has pursued a course of 3,300 
miies does the mighty stream empty it- 
self into the Mediterranean. 

By September of each year the Nile 
has become a mighty torrent, its flow 
augmented from a minimum of 12,000 cu- 
bic feet a second to 40,000 cubic feet a 
second. Upper Egypt is largely trans- 
formed into a lake dotted with island 
villages—tn which condition it continues 
for thirty to forty-five days, the waters 
thereupon retreating. But once in fifteen 
years or so the river rises unusually high, 
deing an immense amount of damage; 
while, on the other ‘hand, occasional years 
of low water bring incalculable suffer- 
ing. During the great plague of the book 
of Exodus the reaches of the stream be- 
came stagnant pools swarming with dy- 
ing fish, and the Nile stank—a disastrous 
Situation which was repeated less than 
1,000 years ago, when a water famine re- 
duced the people to such extremiftles 


that human flesh was for some time an | 


important item of food supply. 
Further Schemes Discussed. 

There has been much discussion of the 
feasibility of converting these vast sheets 
of water, Lakes Victoria and Albert, in 
Central Africa, into storage reservoirs, in 
which water might be held back at the 
season of flood, but as yet no surveys 
have been made with a view to ascertain- 
ing how far such a scheme would be 
practicable. The dam at Assuan can be 
made to hold three times as much water 
as at present by simply increasing its 
height 30 feet, and this will doubtless be 
done before very long. As one result of 
the building of the dam, the ancient tem- 
vies en the Island of Philae, in the middle 
of the river. which possess such great 
value in the eyes of archaeologists, will 
be partly submerged; but, in order to 
protect them as far as possible against 
damage, the British government has been 
spending a great deal of money in 
strengthening their fcundations. 


The Great Dam. 


The dam has four locks, each 260 feet 
long and 50 feet wide, which will enable 
small boats to pass at almost any time 
of the year. There are also 18 sluice- 
ways, which, as the river rises, will be 
pradvually closed, beginning with the low- 
est one. Thus the reservoir will gradually 
fill, without appreciably affecting the flow 
of the stream. The upper gates, on the 
other hand, will be the first to be opened 
when the water is turned back into the 
Nile in May. 

The most serious engineering difficulty 
encountered was to find stable material 
on which to place the foundation of 
the dam. In one part of the river pot- 
tom the granite was so far decomposed 
that it had to be dug out for a depth of 
60 feet and filled in with fresh and solid 
granite blocks from the quarries near by, 
whence the ancient Egyptians obtained, 
with their primitive appliances, immenée 
amounts of the same building material. 

The irrigation problem in the United 
States has assumed euch great impor- 
tance within the last few years that the 
department of agriculture has thought it 
worth while to. make a special investiga- 
tion of the subject in Egypt, where irri- 
gation has been practiced since the ear- 
liest historic times. All the information 
collected will soon be published in a book, 
The most striking possible {llustration of 
the profitableness of irrigation is afforded 
by Egypt, where a tract of agricultural 
land no larger than the irrigable area 
of California supports 6,000,000 of people, 
pays the expenses af a costly gov- 
canal built by Joseph, the sagacious He- 
brew premier of Biblical fame. It is as 
long as the Hudson river, has an average 
width of 175 feet at the bottom, with a 
depth of 2% feet, and, thanks to levees 
on both sides, is abie to contain a stream 
30 feet in depth at the season of high 
Nile, when its flow amounts to 30,000 cu- 
bic feet a second. At Medinet al Fayum 
it separates intO many smaller ditches, 
thue watering a large part of the prov- 
ince. 

The fertile district known ges the Fayum 
was originally covered by a vast lake, 
but was redeemed and converted by Jo-. 
seph into a valuable province. Oddly 
enough, popular tradition connects J0o- 
sepli’s name chiefly with two or three 
thrilling incidents of his early life—such 
as his adventure with Potiphar’s wife, 
the relative importance of which js about 
the same as that of the story of the 
little hatchet to the career of George 
Washingon. The rest of Joseph's history 
was Written Hterally by water on 
yet such a permanent form that in 
the lAnd of his adoption it can never be 
forgotten. The canal he dug ig still called 
by bis name. .

Contract Labor Law.

The contract labor law as passed in 
1991, was applicable only where written 
contracts are in existence. The bill as 
passed by the house yesterday makes it 
ually applicable to cases where the 
contract is verbal. It is provided in the 
bill that the party under contract must 
have begun the work agreed on before 
the law is applicable; and an amendment 
adopted made it necessary that.there 
shall be oné or more witnesses to such 
verbal contract before it becomes of legal 
. force. 

This legislation is designed for the pro- 
tection of the farmers of the state, who 
‘would otherwise have frequent trouble in 
holding their laborers, tenants and crop- 

pers to whom, as a rule they made ad- 
nm ne work expected to be done.

Execution for Taxes. 

One of the bills involved in the report 
of the committée on rules was a measure 
by Sen&tor Skelton, of the thirty-first, 
which has already passed the senate, pro- 
viding for the collection of special license 
taxes due the state, by exeoution and levy 
as in the Case of other taxé’, and which 
the house promptly passed. This bill was 
made the special order for immediate con. 
sideration. tl was made necessary by 
a recent decision of the supreme court 
which held that under the present law 
these specific taxes could be collected 
only by suit. The senate passed the Dill 
by a practically unanimous vote. It was 
passed in the house without deDate by 4 
vote of 88 to 2. 

The house also passed by a vote of 91 
to 0 the bill by Mr. Reid, of Campbell, pro- 
viding for a tax leyy for the purpose of 
raising the sinking fund of $100,000 to Te- 
tire the bonds falling due in 1904. 
pass this bill,” Mr. Reid said, “so I pre- 
sume there will not be much opposition 
to it.” 

Uniform Text-Books. 

At 12 o’clock the housé took up as & 
special order the senate resolution by 
Senator Park, of the thirty-sevéenth, pro- 
viding for the extension of present achool 
book contracts, pending ‘action on the 
question of adopting a uniform system of 
text-books, and passed it by substitute, 
the substitute having been offered by 
Messrs. Mitchell, of Thomas, and Hol- 
der, of Jackson. 

The resolution as it came from the 
senate provided not only for the exten- 
sion of existing school bodk contracts 
until 1905, but provided for a school book 
commission with Chancellor Hill, of the 
state urliversity, as chairman, to investi- 
gate the question of state schoo! book 
uniformity and report at the next session 
of the legislature. 

Attention was called to the fact that 
the senate had already passed the uni- 
form text-book bill at the session of yes- 
terday, and Mr. Mitchell stated there 
would probably be no neceskity for the 
proposed commision. He sai the substi- 
tute contagned every provision necessary 
in that it provides for an éxtension of 
the present school book contracts in all 
counties for a period of two years, by 
which time the necessary school book leg- 
islation can be gotten in shape. 

Mr. Miller, of Muscogee, opposed the 
substitute. 

The house adopted the resolution by 
substitute by a vote of 87 to 13, It simply 
means that each county shall extend its 
present school book contracts for two 
years, until the uniformity question is 
finally determined.

According to your order I held divine 
service and preached on Sunday morning 
in front of headquarters. The attend- 
ance, considering the state of the weather, 
Was good. 

Will you permit me to say that I con- 
sider the great success of the encampment 
due very largely to the order of the gov- 
ernor, prohibiting men in uniform from 
entering saldons and the splendid discip- 
line which you ordered and enforced to 
the best of your ability.

Perry Makes Minority Report. 

Senator Perry has filed an interesting 
minority réport upon the bill of Senator 
Davis, which provides that in making 
franchise assessments for the state, the 
franchise taxation paid by stfeet rail- 
roads and other cdérporations to municipal- 


ities and counties should be placed to the 
credit of Such corporations. The senate 
general judiciary committee has report- 
ed favorably upon the bill and it would 
have come yp op third reading yesterday 
except for the enforced absence of its 
author. Sénator Perry dissents from this 
favorable report, giving his reasons as 
follows: 

“1. The dill is unconstitutional in that 

it seeks to vary the uniform operation of 
a general tax law upon property. 
“2. The bill does not propose to deduct 
from the amount of tax levied upon the 
franchise of the corporations mentioned 
any property tax levied by a municipality 
upon such franchises. 

If it did, there would be some appear- 
ance of legality in the measure, but it 
proposed to deduct from such franchise 
tax levied under a general law, in the 
language of the bill, any sum of money 
paid or to be paid on account for or in 
consideration for such franchise. It would 
be quat as regular to deduct from a gen- 
eral tax levy, the rent paid on land. 

‘3. The annual charges or burdens upon 
any franchise should be, and doubtless 
must and will be, considered in assessing 
the value of ¢uch franchise, and it is at 
stich point that the company can be re- 
lieved from any alleged unjust burdens. 

‘4. The companies asking for legisiation 
not having acquiesced in a just assess- 
meat upon these franchises, cannot with 
any grace come before the general assem- 
bly to ask for the proposed relief.”’ 

Bonds for Title. 

Senator Matthews is the author of an 
important bill relating to bonds for title. 
In this Senator Matthews provides that 
“Whenever the holder of a bond for title 
to land or any interest therein shall 
transfer the same for a valuable consider- 
ation, the transfer shall not affect the 
rights of third persons who may obtain a 
judgment or other general lien against the 
person making such transfer or who may 
Obtain a special len ag against the 
property included in the transferred bond 
for title, unlésg said transfer shall plain- 
ly describe or refer to the land or inter- 
est therein, included in the bond. Set 
out the parties thereto and the consider- 
ation therefor, and be executed and at- 
tested as now provided by law for the 
execution and attestation of deeds, and re- 
corded upgn the récord of deeds in the 
office of the clerk of thé superior court 
of the county in which the land lies. 

‘When such a transfer of a bond for 
title is made, bona fide, and for a valua- 
ble consideration, the rights of the trans- 
feree shall be superior to that of holders 
of executions or liens obtained against, or 
created by, the person making the trans- 
fer or arising by operation of law, subse- 
quent to the record of transfer. 

‘If the transfer of such bond is made 
for the purpose of securing a debt due 
to the transferree by the person making 
the transfer, such transfer shall be treat- 


ed, in any contest between the cfeditors.

equitable mortgage upon the jand or in- 
terest described in said bond, and effect 
given is ag existing from the date of the 
record of such transfer, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

“When a tansfer of a bond for title is 
made in pursuance of a bona fide con- 
tract for tale, made by the parties 
thereto, said sale being intended by the 
partiés as absolute and uneonditional.

the transferee shall be, when recorded 
as heretofore provided in this bill, free 
from liability to any judgment, decree 
or lien of any kind created or arising, or

Counties and School Money. 


In order to meet conditions recently re- 
ferred to in an opinion of Attorney Gen- 
eral Hart, Senator Lewis has introduced 
a bill providing ‘‘that in all cases where 
uny of the counties of this state have 
heretofore left, or may hereafter fave, 
unused in the state treasury any, part of 
the public school fund, shall kept 
séparate and applied to the use and 
benefit of the respective counties enti- 
tled to the same; that suc unused funds 
may be used by the respective boards 
of education entitled to the same for 
school purposes in their respective coun- 
tiles and may be drawn on for such 
purpose as now provided by law.” 

The attorney general holds that unless 
this money was drawn within the time 
specified by law, it reverted to the gen- 
eral fund of the treasury. : 

Rome’s. Dispensary. 

The new Rome dispensary bill by 
Messrs. Ennis and Knowles, of Floyd, 
providing for again submiéting the ques- 
tion of “dispensary or no dispensary” 
to the people of the county, will come 
up before the house cOmmittee on tem- 
perance on Monday afternoon next. 

The measure is attracting a great deal 
of attention, and interest in the matter 
in Rome is nothing short of intense. 
Large delegations representing both sides 
of the question will be here from Rome 
on that occasion, and some warm argu- 
ments are expected. 

Speaking of the bill 
Knowles said; 

“This bill, may, with propriety and 
truthfulness be termed a bill introduced 
by the peopte of Floyd county. Here,” 
he added, “see these papers’? They con- 
tain the names of more white voters of 
Floyd county petitioning for another vote 
on this question of ‘dispensary or no dis- 
pensary’ than voted on both sides of the 
question when the election was had, 
which established the dispensary system 
in the county. 

“And thesé are the names of men—legal 
voters—in all the walks of life, mer- 
chants, manufacturers, farmers, me- 
chanics and laboring men. There are no 
colored persons’ names, nor names of 
any minors. The entire white vote of 
Floyd county at the last general elec- 
tion was approximately three thousand, 
aud these petitions embody practically 
two-thirds of the voters. It is simply the 
demand of a people upon their represen- 
tatives which cannot be ignored. And, I 
am frank to say, that I believe that the 
people of my county are tired of the 
System and that they will abolish when 
Opportunity is afforded them to do s0 
by a vote. 

“Tnlike the local option laws which 
provide for frequent elections, thereby 
affording the people an expression of 
change of sentiment, this dispensary law 
was saddled upon our people without any 
provision for future relJjef, should it 
prove undesirable or obnoxious, hence, 
their only recourse in the matter is 
through an appeal to the legislature and 
this bill simply asks the legislature to 
untie their hands. 

“So far as I am concerned,” continued 
Mr. Knowles. “‘ and I know I speak the 
sentiments of my colleague, Mr. Ennis 
also. as an individual citizen, I would 
never on my own motion have made 
an effort to reopen the question; but 
with practically .two-thirds of the white 
vote of our county demanding another 
hearing we are in duty bound to use 
every effort to give itgto them.” 


Felder’s Convict Bill. 

The bill by Mr. Felder. of Bibb, pro- 
viding for a disposition.of the state’s fel- 
ony convicts, by arranging for such coun- 
ties as desire to do so, to work them on 
their. public roads, comes up as the spe- 
clal order In the houserimmedietely after 
the reading of the journa) this morning. 
By resolvtion adopted vesterday this 
bill will be debated unt1! tomorrow morn- 
ing at 11 o'clock when the previous ques- 
tion will be called. unless a vote can be 
reached earlier without the call for the 
previous question. 

This bill proposes to give each county 
in the state the right to work its felony 
convicts on the public roads _ therein, 
without cost other than the expense of 
maintenance and guarding. Such coun- 
ties as do not desire to work their own 
convicts shall turn. them over to the pris- 
on commission to be leased out for short 
terms, but these counties have the privi- 
lege of sécuring them for road work 


yesterday, Mr. 


whenever they desire, at the expiration | 


of such leases. Counties which have not 
a sufficient force of convicts with which 
to Work their roads may make requisition 
on the prison commission for the number 
desired and the commission is required 
to furnish them. The fund arising from 
the hire of such convicts as are turned 
Over to the prison eommission for the 
purpose is to be set aside as a prison 
fund to be used for buying farm lands 
on which to work the convicts which are 
not worked by the counties on the roads 
the double object being ultimately to re- 
move the convicts, as far as possible 
from competition with free labor, and to 
improve the Public highways of the state. 

Mr. Felder states that under his bill 
the convicts can be worked on the public 
roads without a dollar's expense to the 
state, the only loss being about $82.000 a 
year, which now goes to the ‘common 
school fund, which is more than $1,500,000 
annually. He ig confident, however that 
the great good to result from the im- 
provement of the roads wil] more than 
compensate for what he considers will 
be only the temporary diversion of this 
amount from the schools. 


Important Vagrancy Bill. 


There will soon’ come up in the house 
an interesting bill for the suppression of 
vagrants in Georgia, of which Mr. Cal. 
vin, of Richmond, is the author. This 
bill defines vagrants just as they are 
now defined in the code, but it goes 
furthér and states just what ‘visible 
means of support’’ shall consist of. Ag 
it is now an alleged Vagrant can produce 
in court a few dollars, borrowed for the 
occasion perhaps and get off on a plea 
of “visible means of support.” 

On this line Mr. Calvin's pill contains 
the following interesting provision. 

“The. term ‘visible and known means 
of a fair, honest and reputable livell- 
hood,’ as uséd in this section, shall be 
construed to mean steady. daily employ- 
ment &t some lawful occupation fér rea- 
sonable compensation or a fixed and reg- 
ular income from porerty of other invest- 
ment, the income from which is suffi- 
cient for the support and maintenance 
of vagrant.” 

The bill provides a new and interésting 
method of the disposition of those who 
are declared by the courts to be vagrants 
or public charges. On this subject the 
bills says: 

“All able-bodied persons who are found 
begging for a Hving or who quit their 
houses and leave their wives and children 
without the means of subsistence. It 
shall be, and is héreby made, the duty 
of thé sheriff and constables in every 
county, the police and town marshals or 
other like officials in. every town and 
city in this state, to give information to 
some justice of the peace of ali vagrants 
within their knowledge, or whom they 
have reason to t as va- 
grants, in their respective counties,-towns 
and cities; thereupon the said justice of 
the pedce shall issue a Warrant for the 
apprehension of the person alleged to be 
@ vagrant, and upon being brought before 
him the justice of the peace, and prob- 
able cause be shown, shall bind such 
gerson over to any gee |

Most Important Step in the 
School Book Fish’ 


It Is Now “Up” to the House—The 
Dodd Bill Approved with but 
Few Changes#*— Opponents 
Seek a Further — 

Delay.

An important step toward uniformity 
of text-books in the public schools of the 
state was taken in the gener&l assembly 
yesterday when the senate passed the 
Dedd bill, the provisions 9@f which were 
presented in yesterday's. issue of The 
Constitution, 

A determined effort was made by the 
opponents of the measure to bring about 
further delay upon this text-book ques- 
tion, but the senate was in no mood 
to contribute to such delay. At the 
last session the senate adopted a joint 
resolution providing for the creation of 
a commission to investigate the whole 
book subject—the laws of other states 
and the workings of uniformity laws in 
such as had adopted them. That reso- 
lution was sent to the house, but the 


séssion passed without its passing the 
house. Yesterday the opponents of uni- 
formity argued that nothing should be 
done until that resolution had been 
adopted by the house and the proposed 
commigsion had made its investigation; 
but the majority of the senate declined 
to follow this suggestion. The only roll 
call was upon a motion, made in behalf 
of the opponents of the bill, to table it. 
That motion was defeated by a vote of 
2% to 10. On the final passage of the 
Dodd bill the wote stood % to 9 

It is now ‘“‘up’* to the house to dispose 
of the school book question which for 
several years has agitated the entire 
state. Since the effort to secure unil- 
formity first began, a mumber of other 
southern states have passed such laws; 
and the views of officials of those states, 
as read to the senate yesterday, indi- 
cate that in all instances they haye re- 
sulted in a cheapening of the books to 
the people and have given general satis- 
faction. 


McMichael Led Opposition. 


The opposition to the bill at. yester- 
day’s session of the senate _was led by 
Senator McMichael. While he frankly 
stated that he is opposed to all such 
legislation as is contemplated by the 
Dodd bill and the several similar meas- 
ures which have from time to time 
been introduced in the legislature, his 
whole argument was for delay in order 
that the commission, contemplated by 
the resolution which the senate adopted 
last session, might be heard from. He 
said that the legislation proposed was 
in many respects the most, important 
that the legislature could enact; and in- 
asmuch as the laws of no two states 
on the subject are the same, he thought 
it unwise to attempt to put through a 
bill until these had been thoroughly 
studied and analyzed in order that Geor- 
gia, should she determine to have such 
legislation, might have the best possible. 
He disclaimed any desire to promote de- 
lay, however. 

In the course of his remarks Sena- 
tor McMichael recalled the arguments 
advanced for the adoption of the resolu- 
tion of last session, referring to what he 
called the ‘‘stenfgrian voices” of f£0me 
of those who advocated that resolutien, 
but who now seemed anxious to ignore 
the action then taken. He concluded by

“The moneys arising from the hire 6f 
any vagrant shall, after the payment of 
the costs in his or hgt case, be held by 
the court until the vagrant’s term of 
service shall have expired; thereupon, the 
same shall be paid by the court to such 
vagrant; provided, that, if such vagrant 
have a family, the balance in hand, after 
the payment of costs, ghall be turned over 
to said family.”’

Uncle Aleck Comes Back. 


His reference to ‘‘stentorian voice and 
strident gesture’ did not please Uncle 
Aleck Atkinson, who undertook to make 
reply. When he found he could not do 
this with a motion to table under con- 
sideration, he rose to a question of per- 
sonal privilege, saying it was evident 
that he was meant by Senator Mc- 
Michael’s reference. He said that while 
he had advocated the passage of that 
resolution at the last session, in order 
that the whole matter might be gone 
Into in an official way before the con- 
vening of this session, his fellow sena- 
tors would bear him out that if he did 
become strenuous in his arguments it 
was in asserting that the people of the 
state demand the passage of some uni- 
formity law. He ad the friends of such 
legislation had advocated that resolution 
as a last resort, in a sense, not because 
they considered it necessary, but that 
the opponents of the project might have 
no cause to complain. 
he was ready and wWillimg to assume his 
share of the responsibility for the enact- 
ment o? such legtslation at this time. 
He recalled, incidentaily, that Senator 
McMichael, who now talked so strongly 
for that resolution, had appose¥ it when 
it was under consideration. 


The Roll Call. 


The yeas and nays were taken on the 
McMichael motion-to table with the fol- 
lowing result: 

Ayes—Senators Crumbly, Ledford. Mc- 
Michael, Perry, Reid, Stevens, Symons, 
Tisinger, Van Buren and Williams—10. 

Nays—Senators Atkinson, Christie, 
Clark, Clements, Comas, Dodd, Duncan, 
A. B.: Dunean, J. T.; Golden, Harrell, 
Hudson, Jordan, Lee, Lewis. Matthews, 
McClure, McLean, Merritt, Middlebrooks, 
Moore, Park, Roberts. Skelton, Smith, 
Snead, Sweat, Taylor and Worsham—238. 

Senator Dodd followed the announce- 
ment of this vote with a strong speech 
in favor of his measure. He said that 
at the last session he had consented to 
the temporary sidetracking of his bil! 
in order that the resolution providing for 
the appointment of a commission to in- 
vestigate might be passed, but the house 
had refused to consider the resolution and 
nothing had been done. In the meantime 
the agitation in favor of this legislation 
had gone on. There could be no mistak- 
ing the desire of the people of the state 
that such a bill as this should be passed. 
The only thing such a commission as 
was propcfed by that former resolution 
could do would be to gather testimony 
from the state which have such legisla- 
tion as to its workings. This had been 
gathered from the officials @f those states 
in best position to give valuable testi- 
mony and the commission could do noth- 
ing more. He had studied the laws of 
the other southern states in drafting 
this bill, and he felt that it embodied 
all the best features of all of them. 

Senator Dodd read extracts from let- 
ters of the governors and state school 
commissioners of. Louisiang,. North Car- 
olina, Texas and Tennessee, all of these 
showing that the enactment of this legis- 
lation in those states hed resulted in the 
cheapening of books to the people by 
from 60 to 27 per cent, and that the plan 
gives general satisfaction. He believed 
it was the duty of the senate to enact 
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such legislation at this time, and to vote 
down anything calculated to contribute 
to further delay. 

Some Slight Amendments. 

The bill was then taken up by sections 
for amendment. A number of minor 
amendments were proposed and several 
adopted. The only ones of importatice 
had to do with the plan, in the original 
bill. to have the commission of teachers 
and school commissioners. to which the 
books are to be referred, prepare two 
lists—one of these of ‘“‘worthy’’ books, the 
other of “unworthy.” Senator Skelton 
argued that the proviston that there 
should be a provision that there should 
be a lst of “unworthy” books might 
operate to the injury of some publisher, 
as the selection must in its last analy- 
sis be a matter of individval] preference. 
To this end he moved to amend by strik- 
ing out the provision for this “unworthy’ 
list. which was agreed to.

Other Matters in the Senate. 


The Van Buren bill to permit raflroads 

to condemn land under the general con- 
demnation laws, to straigrten their lines, 
was rereferred to the committee on rail- 
roads. There is a desire on the part of 
the opposition to the bill to be heard on 
some features of it. and Senator Van 
Buren was perfectly willing that it should 
go back to the committee. 
The senate passed the house bill of 
Mr. Hawes, of Elbert, appropriating 
$11,500 for the proposed addition to the 
deaf and dumb asylum at Cave Spring. 
The vote was unanimous.

August opened here at 17 points advance 
and other months at 2 to 7 pointe ad- 
vance. New Orleans hammered the early 
market a long time, but soon withdrew, 
leaving the room traders to do as they 
pleased. Shorts who expected to cover 
at a decline turned in and bought to 
a moderate extent. although busines was 
proceeding slowly and there was nothing 
to indicate anything more ahead than a 
dull and quiet market. Port receipts es- 
timated at 700, against 1,700 last year. 
Cables closed steady at unchanged for 
old\and 1 to 2 points lower for new crop. 


Atlanta Brokerage Co.’s Cotton Letter 


New York, July 15.—Dealings in the 
cotton market were comparatively tame 
today. The opening was at an advance 
of 2 to 17 points, the advance being chief- 
ly in the near positions, and being the 
result mainly of better cables from the 
English market. The foreign stability, 
while it lasted, wa sreported to be the 
result of an increased demand for ac- 
tual cotton from spinners. The late ca- 
bles, however, were less bullish in conse- 
quence of the better advices from this 
side with regard to the crop and weather 
situation. Under the circumstances the 
local market eased off, but not very far 
before support was given. After the noon 
hour the old crop months received less 
attention. than during any corresponding 
time for days past. There wags talk from 
New Orleans to the effect that the bull 
clique was losing no opportunity to sell 
cotton, and that its interest in the mar- 
ket had been reduced consHMerably this 
week. The movement today was moder- 
ate. Port receipts were figured at only 
700. against 3,552 bales last week and 
1 767 bales last year. For the week the 
port movement was estimated at 10,000, 
against 16,719 last year. The adviceg re- 
garding the probable showing of weekly 
statistics were a little bullish as com- 
pared with last year. 


The Dry Goods Market. 


New York, July 15.—The dry goods mar- 
ket has ben in quiet condition’ and the 
buyer is operating only as he neds goods 
for immediate delivery. The curtailment 
which is in progress is bound to have an 
incerasing effect on the market from now 
on. Where goods are wanted for imme- 
or? g delivery the top of the market is 
paid. 


Cothran & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, July 15.—After the decline of 
yesterday and this morning prices reacted 
sharply. It was rather difficult to get 
very much cotton below 9 1-2c for Decéem- 
ber, though the price ranged down to 9.46 
several times. The feature of the market 
on the break was the investment demand 
below a 9 1-2c basis. Practically the same 
ag existed in October, spinners being ag- 
gressive buyers below 9 3-4c. This is not 
difficult to understand. Not only is the 
stock of cotton in the world very small, 
but the spinners have not purchased 
much, preferring to close the mills rather 
than convert cotton into goods as a loss, 
and on many instances they have actual- 
ly sold the stock on hand. This meang 
of course that there is going to be the 


Spinners 
will have been without cotton so long by

remembered that cotton gold in th flelds 
of Texas as 10c pound three years ago, 
and there is no reason why similar condi- 
tions should not exist this fail. Now that 
prices are getting down to a satisfactory 
basis, we cannot but believe that there is 
money jin the purchase of the October 
and months beyong every time the market 
breaks. We will be very much disappoint- 
ed if October cotton does not get back 
very much above 1l0c before the expiration 
of that delivery. We may have a trying 
market for the time being, but ulti- 
mately the buyer will make money.

Futures opened higher with the bulls 
in. complete control.

The heaviness 
of the spot demand in Liverpool and the 
reported willingness of spinners to make 
purchases at prevailing prices was the 
trump card of the bulls, and this feature, 
more than anything else, frightened 
shorts into covering. Trading was heavy, 
especially during the first part of the 
dav, when weak bears threw their hold- 
ings overboard. Bulls bought heavily and 
prices throughout the day were well sup- 
ported. At the close July showed net 
gain of 16 points, August 10, September 
14 and the other months 7@8 points.

Wheat Closed Weak at a Loss of 1-2 
to 5-8c for September—Corn 
Left Off 1-4 to 3-8c Down. 

Oats Steady and 1-8c 
Lower. 


Chicago, July 15.—Wheat showed some 
strength at times, although the opening 
was easy and the market suffered a break 
late in the session. The close was weak 
at a loss of 1-2@5-8c for September. Corn 
ruled steady at a decline from yesterday's 
prices, September closing 1-4@3-8c lower, 
showing a gain of from 4c to $1.12 1-2. 

Damage reports and the strong cash 
situation gave strength to wheat, al- 
though at the start weak cables and fa- 
vorable weather caused a weak feeling. 
September opened 1-8@3-8e lower at 77 1-8@ 
771-4c to 773-8c. Commission houses 
proved good buyers at the decline, how- 
ever, and later ‘bullish advices from St. 
Louis and buying orders from that point 
resulted in a better tone and sent Sep- 
tember up 7-8. There were fair offer- 
ings by commission houses and the ad- 
vance was not .without its setbacks. 
Just before the close the long wheai, 
bought earlier in the day, began to come 
out and the market suffered a break in 
which all the advance and more was lost. 
September sold off to 7ic, where it closed 
at a loss of 1-2@i-8c. Clearances equalled 
369,919 bushels. Receipts from the south- 
west and at primary markets were light 
compared with last year. Receipts, 5s 
cars, 19 contract, Minneapolis and Duluth 
reported 131, a total for the three points 
of 189, against 151 last week and 340 a year 
ago. 

The show of strength in wheat held 
the corn market steady and the local 
traders who are bearishly inclined offered 
sparingly. Commission houses supported 
the market throughout the session, but 
were unable to save a break at the close, 
when corn followed wheat. September 
opened 1-8@l-4c lower at 50 5-8@650 3-4 and 
closed with a loss of 1-4@3-8c at 31-4@ 
50 5-8c, after having sold up to 51 1-8c and 
back to 603-8. Receipts, 183 cars, 10 
contract. 

Oats were rather quiet, but held steady 
and within a small range, influenced 
largely by other grains and the elose re- 
flected the break in a smaller degree. 
September was off 1-8c at 33 3-4c, after 
ranging between 33 3-4, the opening figure, 
and 341-8. Receipts, 139 cars. 

There was a spurt in lard just before 
the close which sent the price of that 
product soaring. Provisions were strong 
throughout the day, the buying by bro- 
kers thought to be acting for the large 
packers. With receipts at western points 
showing a falling off the demand forced 
prices steadily upward. Late in the ses- 
sion all attention turned to lard. Shorts 
made a concerted rush to cover and the 
price of September advanced to _ $8.70, 
$1.121-2 over yesterday's close. Septem- 
ber pork closed 70c higher at $14.90 and 
ribs showed a gain of 40c at $8.7U.
